•ftstiK ation Throw* L ittle L ight on the 
Ii.diana County Tragedy. 


Indiana, Pa., Dec. 28.—The m urder 
theory is still held by the friends of J. 
Milton Neat aud wife, who were found 
dead from gunshot wounds at their 
home near Jacksonville Saturday nightj 
The coroner’s inquest is uot coneluued, 
it being adjourned 
until Tnarsiiay 
noon. 
t o trace of the m urderer has 
been found, so far as the public is in­ 
formed. 
F ran k Douglas of Indiana, 
fOD-in law of the dead couple, scouts 
the idea th at Mr. Neal killed his wife 
and himself. 
He points out th at they 
weru in the best of circumstances, 
deeply attached to each other and all 
their family relations pleasant. 
Mr. Douglas would not 6tate w hat 
motive coaid have induced the murder, 
but believes robbery was the main one. 
Members of the family think that on 
Anday before the murder Mr. Neal 
had $ 0 on his person.

By the stove stood a bucket 
heaped full of coal, and that is taken as 
evidence that the husband and wife 
Vero preparing for the night aud car­ 
ried in the coal oitner late in the after­ 
noon or early in the evening.

first note after his arrival at Madrid, 
In the initial note, the United State* 
minister pointed out tho interest of his 
country in an early termination of tim 
present Rtrnggle in Caba and juked 
when such a oouclusion could be ex­ 
pected. The Spanish government in its 
replv acknowledged our intereet in th* 
matter, bat suggested, after stating 
what it intended to do to ameliorate 
condition* in Caba, that tne United 
Htates could best exercise its good 
offices by stopping filibustering. 
To 
this Mr. Woodford responded with ms 
note of last week. 
It is said to be a purely argumenta­ 
tive statement of the position taken by 
the United State*, and the fact* set 
out are substantially those so strongly 
drawn in the president’s message to 
congress, of which it was supposed the 
Spanish publio had been fully advised 
through the newspapers. 
The most 
forcible statement in the note is bated 
upon the fact collected aud published 
recently by the U nited States treasury 
department exh biting the great ex­

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TUR LUMBER WOODS. 


LIFE OF MICHIGAN LUMBERMEN 
IN 


THE W INTER. 


■hair Hardships and Dangara and Their 
Pay 
Rata* of Wages Higher Than lent 
Tear- Ways of th e Woods If* w They 
Hpenrf Their Kern Inge. 


Tho effect* of returning prosperity 
have made themselves felt in the lum ­ 
ber woods of Michigan in a consider­ 
able advance in the wages paid to woods­ 
men. 
Rates are from (4 to $6 a month 
higher than they were last year. 
It is said that 21 camps are running 
in tho Marquette region this season, 
employing 1,100 mon—an increase of 
50 to 75 per cent over last year. 
Oper­ 
ations wore begun considerably earlier 
than usual, and wages, it is said, will 
average $24 a month aud board instead 
of $12 to $18 and board, as did the ru l­ 
ing rates last season. 
Labor in the wood* presents some 
lather peculiar conditions. 
Unions are 
quite unknown in the camps, the wan­ 
dering habits of the average woodsman 
■laking organization 
difficult if not 
impossible. 
Consequently the scale of 
wages is almost invariably fixed by the 
employer, though regulated more or 
less by tho law of supply and demand. 
It often happens that the men do not 
know what their wages will be until 
they are paid off at the end of the job. 
Again, they are dependent on their em­ 
ployers for board and lodging, 
and 
wages are therefore placed at a certain 
amount a month in addition to these 
requirement*. 
When a timber operator 
mys that be is paying $20 or $20, he 
means that his men are receiving that 
sam in addition to their board. 
Although wages are nominally by the 
month, they are practically by the day, 
for a man is expected to work 26 fall 
days for a month's pay, and if he loses 
any time a proportionate sum is deduct­ 
ed from the amount doe him. Some 
camps make an exception to this rule 
in cases of very stormy weather when 
the crew is obliged to lay off and give 
the men credit for the full time, but 
this is not always done. 
Of ordinary workmen in the woods 
teamsters and canthook men perhaps are 
the best paid. 
The hook men are em­ 
ployed to pile up the logs on skidways 
or sleighs. The work is laborious and 
somewhat dangerous, requiring a quick 
eye, an active, muscular body and the 
steadiest of nerves. Teaming requires 
less muscular effort, but the hours are 
long, for the horses must be fed very 
early in the morning and most have 
more or less attention in the evening. 
It is cold work to sit still on a load of 
logs from morning till night, aud the 
teamsters aru the only men in camp 
who wear overcoats. 
The titters aud sawyers come next iii 
the scale of wages. The fitters prepare 
the timber for felling, decide which way 
each tree shall full and where it shall 
lie, aud notch the trunk in such a way 
that when sawed through it shall topple 
over in the right direction. 
Usually 
they are expert axmen. 
The sawyers 
handle the crosscut saws, fell the trees 
aud cut the trunks into logs of the prop­ 
er length. 
In addition to these there are men 
engaged in cutting roads, making skid 
ways and “ swam ping" who generally 
receive smaller 
puy. 
Their work is 
mainly done w ith the ax. 
Trees stand­ 
ing in the roadway are often taken out 
by the roots aud the ground leveled to a 
smooth path. A Skidway consists of two 
long, heavy poles, or skids, placed upon 
the ground parallel with each other 
and about five feet apart, one end at the 
edge of the roadway and the other reach­ 
ing back at right angles with it. 
They 
are held firmly in position by stakes 
driven into the ground and by braces 
reaching from one to the other, forming 
a foundation for the log pile which is 
placed upon them. 
“ Swam ping" is a 
term applied by the lumbermen to the 
cutting of narrow paths from the skid­ 
ways to the fallen trees, over which the 
logs may be draw n by the horses. 
In tho pulp wood camps, which are 
becoming more numerous year by year, 
arrangements are somewhat different. 
In some cases the cutting is done by 
the cord, the men being paid about 80 
cents for a cord of four foot lengths. In 
others the payment is by the cord, but 
at a somewhat smaller rate, and the 
wood is left in sticks 12 or IO feet. The 
amount cut by each man is estimated 
by counting the sticks, a certain num ­ 
ber, varying according to the size of 
the timber, being considered equivalent 
to a cord. 
S till other camps pay their 
cutters by the month, but expect them 
to cut a certain number of sticks a day 
— IOO usually. 
As a rule there are uo 
cant hook men in a pulp wood camp, the j 
timber boing “ decked,” or piled up on j 
the skids by hand instead of with hooks. 
Teamsters aud swampers are much the 
same as they are in the pine cam pa 
W ith the beginning of the sleigh haul 
the road men—or, as they are some­ 
times less elegantly called, the “ road 
monkeys," or “ road hogs"—w ill be set 
to work. 
It is their business to go over 
the roads traversed by the heavy loads 
of timber and keep them clean and in 
good repair. 
Their work requires very 
little skill, and they are among the 
poorest paid men in the camp. 
Besides these members of the crew 
each camp hgfi its foreman, cook* black­ 
smith and Ox- w»id boy, and in 
cases 
a cookee, a clerk and a scaler. The fore­ 
man's wages vary greatly with the aim 


af the operation and cue nam oer oi men 
andor him, $50 or more a month being 
paid in the larger camps. 
The cook of­ 
ten receives nearly as much. The black­ 
smith probably receives $26 to $30 a 
month, and the chore boy $15 to $20. 
All these figures, of coarse, are in addi­ 
tion to board. 
The cookee is usually an 
apprentice, who is learning the trade, 
and his wages are small. The clerks 
and the scaler are not properly woods­ 
men, and their pay varies according to 
the work they have to do. 
Of all the woodsmen, those who re­ 
ceive the best pay aro the river drivers 
Their wages are often $2 and $2.50 a 
lay, bot their work is the hardest, the 
most wearing and tho most dangerous 
Their hours are very long, their cloth 
lug is frequently winked with icy water, 
and death by drowning is not a very 
*are occurrence. 
There are among the woodsmen some 
family men who art' careful and saviug, 
but a large part of them m ale their 
way to the nearest town as soon as the 
camps break up in the spring and spend 
their w inter's stakes in a few days of 
drunkenness and riotous living. Some­ 
times the shanty boy will take his mon­ 
ey to some saloon keeper and tell him to 
keep it and let bim know when it is all 
used ap. 
Then be drinks, treats and 
gambles on account till the saloon keeper 
tells him that the money is gone. Then 
he makes his way to some river drivers’ 
camp and in a few weeks makes another 
stake as large perhaps as that earned 
in the whole previous winter. 
This, 
too, is blown in like the first, and the 
now thoroughly “ busted" lumber jack 
takes to the railroad track to look for 
any job that will keep him in food and 
clothing until another logging season 
begins.—Chicago Record.

In rainy weather, w'hen there is plen­ 
ty of mud, unless care is taken to clean 
it off and wipe the feet dry the horses 
are liable to bo attacked with scratches 
or grease heel. 
If the legs get muddy 
and the animal gets heated and then is 
put into a cold stable without cleaning 
off to get cold and shiver, conditions 
are supping that are favorable for tho 
development of this discase. 
Allowing 
the horses to get fat aud to stand in the 
stables with no exercise and upon a pile 
of heating is ulso favorable to this dis­ 
ease. 
Prevention is much easier than 
cure. A proper regard for comfort and 
cleanliness w ill readily prevent this dis- 
easa 
When the horses come in at night, if 
the legs are wet or muddy they should 
be carefully washed off in tepid water 
and then wiped dry with a cloth. 
If 
the scratches appear, as soon as the fact 
is ascertained wash the feet with tepid 
water aud castile soap and then wipe 
dry. 
If there is inflammation, make a 
hot poultice and sprinkle finely pow­ 
dered charcoal over it, applying one in 
the morning and renewing it at night 
until the inflammation subsidea 
Then 
apply a lotion made of one ounce of sug­ 
ar of lead dissolved iu a pint of water. 
When it begins to heal, use veterinary 
vaseline. 
Continue the treatment until 
thoroughly cured. Keep the horse quiet 
and supply sufficient bedding to keep 
the feet clean. 
If taken in hand at the 
first stages, washing clean with warm 
water and castile soap, wiping dry and 
applying vet! rinury vaseline will affect 
a cure in three or four days. 
In severe 
oases iii addition to the treatment given 
it may be necessary to give a good ca­ 
thartic.— St. Louis Republic.

THE LUMBER WOODS. 


UTE or MICHIGAN LUMBERMEN 
THE WINTER. 
IN 


fk tlr Hardship* M d D u |« n Mid Their

The effects of returning prosperity 
hare made themselves felt in the lorn 
her woods of Michigan in a consider 
able advance in the wages paid to woods­ 
men. Rates are from $4 to $6 a month 
higher than they were last year. 
It is said that 21 camps are running 
in the Marquette region thia season, 
employing I, IOO men—an increase of 
50 to 75 per cent over lait year. Oper­ 
ations were bognn considerably earlier 
than usual, and wages, it is said, will 
average $24 a month and board instead 
sd $12 to $18 and board, as did the rul­ 
ing rates last season. 
Labor in the woods presents some 
n th or peculiar conditions. Unions are 
quits unknown in the camps, the wan­ 
dering habits of the average woodsman 
making organisation difficult if not 
im possible. Consequently the acale of 
wages la almost invariably fixed by the 
employer, though regulated more or 
lim by the law of supply and demand. 
It often happens that the men do not 
know what their wages will be until 
they are paid off at the end of the Job. 
Again, they are dependent on their em­ 
ployers for board and lodging, and 
wagas are therefore placed at a certain 
amount a month in addition to these 
seqnirementa 
When a timber operator 
says that be is paying $20 or $20, he 
means that his men are receiving that 
sam in addition to their board. 
Although wages are nominally by the 
month, they are practically by the day, 
lor a man la expected to work 26 full 
days for a month’s pay, and if he loses 
any time rn proportionate sum is dad oct­ 
ad from the amount due him. Some 
aam pa make an exception to this rule 
, in oases of very stormy weather when 
the crew is obliged to lay off and give 
tbs men credit for the full time, bot 
thia is not always dona 
Of ordinary workmen in the woods 
tsamstersand can (hook men perhaps are 
the beat paid. The book men are em­ 
ployed to pile up the logs on skidways 
or sleigha The work is laborious sod 
somewhat dangerous, requiring a quick 
eye, an active, muscular body and the 
steadiest of nerves. Teaming requires 
leas muscular effort, but the hours are 
long, far the horses mast be fed very 
early in the morning and must have 
more or less attention in the evening. 
It is cold work to sit still on a load of 
biffs from morning till night, aud the 
teamster* aru the only men in camp 
who wear overcoats. 
The titters aud sawyers come next iii 
the scale of wages. The titters prepare 
the timber for fulling, decide which way 
each tree shall full and where it shall 
lie, and notch the trunk in such a way 
that when sawed through it shall topple 
over in the right direction. Usually 
they ara expert axmen. Th# sawyers 
handle the crosscut saws, fell the trees 
and cut the trunks into logs of the prop­ 
er length. 
In addition to these there are men 
engaged iu cutting roads, making skid 
ways and “ swamping” who generally 
receive ainu I lur puy. Their work is 
mainly doue with the ax. Trees stand­ 
ing in the roadway are often taken out 
by the roots aud the ground leveled to a 
smooth path. A Skidway consists of two 
long, heavy poles, or skids, placed upon 
the ground parallel with each other 
and about five feet apart, one end at the 
adgeof the roadway and the other reach­ 
ing back at right angles with it They 
me held firmly in position by stakes 
driven into the ground and by braces 
reaching from cue to the other, forming 
a foundation for the log pile which is 
placed upon them. “ Swamping" is a 
term applied by the lumbermen to the 
catting of narrow (ultbs from the skid­ 
ways to the fallen trees, over which the 
logs may be drawn by the horses. 
In the polp wood camps, which are 
becoming more numerous year by year, 
arrangements are somewhat different. 
In some cases the catting is done by 
the oord, the men being paid about 80 
cents for a coni of four foot lengths. In 
others the payment is by the oord, but 
at a somewhat smaller rate, and the 
wood is left in sticks 12 or 10 feet. The 
axnonut cut by each man is estimated 
by counting the sticks, a certain Dain­ 
tier, varying according to the six** of 
the timber, being considered equivalent 
to a cord. Still other camps pay their 
cutters by the month, but expect them 
to out a certain number of sticks a day 
—IOO usually. As a rule there are do 
cant book men in a pulp wood camp, the 
timber being “ decked,” rn* piled up on 
the skids by hand instead of with hooks. 
Teamsters and swampers are much the 
same as they are in the pine camps. 
With the bi g inning of the sleigh haul 
the road men—or, as they are some­ 
times less el*gently called, the “ road 
monkeys,” or “ road hogs”—will be set 
to work. It is their business to go over 
the roads traversed by the heavy loads 
of timber and koep them clean and in 
good repair. Their work requires very 
little skill, and they are among the 
poorest paid men in the camp. 
Betides thew members of the crew 
asok camp kgs its foreman, oook, black- 
■aith and ex. 1% boy, and in JR * cases 
a cookee, a clerk And a waler. The fore- 
men's w a n very a rmil* with the stoa 


Bf the operation and toe nam oar ok men 
under him, $50 or more a month being 
paid in the larger camps. The oook of­ 
ten receives nearly aa much. The black­ 
smith probably receives $26 to $30 a 
month, and the obore boy $15 to $20. 
AU these figures, of course, are in addi­ 
tion to board. The cookee is usually an 
apprentice, who is learning the trade, 
and his wages are small. The clerks 
and the scaler are not properly woods­ 
men, and their pay varies according to 
the work they have to da 
Of all the woodsmen, those who re­ 
ceive the best pay are the river drivers 
Their wages are often $2 and $2.50 a 
lay, but their work is the hardest, tho 
most wearing and tho most dangerous. 
Their hoars are very long, their cloth 
ing is frequently soaked with icy water, 
and death by drowning is not a very 
♦are occurrence. 
There are among the woodsmen some 
family men who art (ireful and saviug, 
but a large part of them mal e their 
way to the nearest town as soon as the 
camps break up in the spring and spend 
their winter's stakes in a few days of 
drunkenness and riotous living. Home 
times the shanty boy will take bis mon 
ey to some saloon keeper and tell him to 
keep it and let him know when it is all 
used ap. Then he drinks, treats and 
gambles on account till the saloon keeper 
tells him that the money is gone. Then 
he makes his way to tome river drivers' 
camp and in a few weeks makes another 
stake as large perhaps aa that earned 
in the whole previous winter. This, 
too, is blown in like the first, and the 
now thoroughly “ busted” lumber jack 
takes to the railroad track to look for 
any job that will keep him in food and 
clothing until another logging 
begins.—Chicago ReoonL

or grease heel, 
lf the legs get muddy 
and the animal gets heated and then is 
put into a cold stable without cleaning 
off to get cold and shiver, conditions 
are supplied that art* favorable for the 
development of this disease. 
Allowing 
the horses to get fat and to staud in the 
stables with no exercise and apes a pile 
of heating is also favorable to this dis­ 
ease. 
Prevention is much easier than 
cure. A proper regard for comfort and 
cleanliness w ill readily prevent this dis­ 
ease. 
When the horses come in at night, if 
the legs are wet or muddy they should 
be carefully washed off in tepid water 
and then wiped dry with a cloth. 
If 
the scratches appear, as soon as the fact 
is ascertained wash the feet with tepid 
water and castile soap and then wipe 
dry. 
If there is inflammation, make a 
hot poultice and sprinkle finely pow­ 
dered charcoal over it, applying one in 
the morning aud renewing It at night 
until the inflammation subsides. 
Then 
apply a lotion made of one ounce of sug­ 
ar of lead dissolved in a pint of water. 
When it begins to beal, use* veterinary 
vaseline. 
Continue the treatment nntil 
thoroughly cured. Keep the horse quiet 
and supply sufficient bedding to keep 
the feet clean, 
if taken in bund at the 
first stage's, washing clean with warm 
water and ('astite soap, w iping dry aud 
applying vet! riuary vaseline w ill affect 
a cure in three or four days. 
In severe 
oases iii addition to the treatment given 
it may be necessary to give a good ca­ 
thartic.— St. Louis Republic.
